There being a quorum, Chairman Sodetani called the meeting to
order at 9:35 a.m.

RE-486 Francis Y, Wong

At the request of the Commission, Francis Y. Wong appeared before
the Commission to discuss the complaint filed against him by Mrs.
Nora Walker. Francis Wong spoke on his own behalf and presented
his documents in reference to the matter and gave his explanation
as to what had transpired in the entire transaction. He also
explained that he tried his very best to represent the complainant
and he was apologetic about the entire matter.

After the question and answer period, Wong was advised that he
will be notified soon after the Commission has rendered a final
decision on this case; he was then excused.

Mary Savio moved and John Texeira seconded that:

1, this case be dismissed as there was no evidence of
a deliberate attempt to fraud. Although there was
no written evidence that Wong disclosed tte fact that
the " yer was his son, the DROA contract indi:ates
that there was substantial evidence that Wong had
orally indicated this fact,
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2. Wong be written a letter advising him that all
disclosures must be in writing.

3. that Norman Mau, principal broker for Francis
Wong, be reprimanded for not supervising his
sales staff properly; they should be instructed
to make it known that they are licensees when
making real estate transactions.

Motions were unanimously carried.

In reference to the October 26, 1972 minutes under '"Licensing~--
Corporations', Hiromu Yamanaka raised a question on Bob Mueller
Realty, Inc. Yamanaka was directed to have the Hilo investigator
follow up as to where Robert Mueller's license is hung. Mueller
has a broker's license. but appears to be working for some other
real estate brokerage firm.

In reference to the Seventh-Day Adventist under "Correspondence:
Letter from Mrs. Marjorie Bower" in last month's minutes, the
motion that no special examination be given to the Seventh-Day
Adventist was reconsidered.

The Executive Secretary reported that staff has checked with
Educational Testing Service and ETS is willing to give a special
examination to the Seventh-Day Adventist for extra cost within
one week after the January 27, 1973 salesman examination.

Because it was earlier announced that the examination will be
held on a weekday, then later changed to a Saturday, Mary Savio
moved and Hiromu Yamanaka seconded that the Commission allow a
special examination to be given to the Seventh-Day Adventist if:

1. the special examination is given within 5 days
after the January 27, 1973 examination;

2. the Seventh-Day Adventist submits written con-
firmation from the clergyman stating that he is
a Seventh-Day Adventist:

3. the Seventh-Day Adventist accept to pay the extra
cost of $35 to $40 prorated among them (if only
one candidate, that candidate must pay the extra

cost.)

Huwever, the Commission doues nol give any assurance Chat any
exception will be made in the future for the Seventh-Day Adventist.
Motions carried without dissent.

Ah Kau Young moved and John Texeira seconded that the
Education Task Force Committee pursue this matter turther
with the accredited real estate schools, industry and
Educational Testing Service so that the Commission may
have some indication on how well the manual will be
